The Bureou of Agriculturel Economics has issued statistics, based upon 
55 reports from pec packers, showing the percentages of Alaska pecs, sieves 1 to 
5, in their packs. The average percentages for the United States in 1924, along 
with comparative figures for 1923, are as follows;

Signature of Buyer Necessary. 


A recent decision was rendvred in the U. S. District Court, Pennsyl- 
vania, No. 294, Fed. Rep. The decision was based on lack of signrture of the 
buyer under Section 4 of the Sales Act of the State of Pennsylvmia, which pro- 
vides that; 
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"A contract to sell or & sale of any goods or choses in action for 
the value of $500.00 or upwards shall not be enforceable by action un- 
less the buyer shall accept part of the goods or choses in action so con- 
tracted to be sold or sold, and actually receive the same, or give some- 
thing in earnest to bind the contract, or in part payment, or unless some 
note or memorandum in writing of the contract or sale be signed by the 
party to be charged, or his agent in that behalf." 


The opinion of the Court, written by Judge D. J. Witmer, held that tho 
memorandum was uncertain both as to the price of the sugar and the terms of payment, 
and did not contain a statement of all the essential elements of the contract and 
the memorandum of sale was not signed by the buyer, and decision was rendered in 
favor of the defendants. 


Liability for Taxes. 


A recent decision of the U. S. District Court for tho Southern District 
of Georgia holds that whore a corporation acquires the assets of a partnership in 
exchange for its stock for the purpose of continuing the business, the corporetion 
by so doing assumos the debts amd lisbilities of the partnership, irrespective of 

an express agreement, and is liable for federal taxes due from the partnership to 

the extent of the property so received. Under Sections 3466 and 3467 Revised Stat- 
utes, the claim of the Government for taxes due from the partnership takes priori- 
ty over the claims of creditors of the corporrtion. 


Crop Estimate of Cabbage for Kraut. 


The Bureau of Agricultural Economics of the Department of Agriculture has 
issued, under date of October 3, an estimate of the acreage and forecast of the 
production of cabbage for kraut for 1924. Tho acreage for 1924 is estimated at 
17,610 acres, with an indicated yield of 10.9 tons, which forecasts of a production 
of 161,000 tons, as compared with 166,600 tons in 1923 and 160,800 tons in 1922. 


Notional Porget-Me-Not Day. 


Under the auspices of The Discbled American Veterans of the World War, 
Saturday, November 8, will be observed as "Notional Forget-Me-Not Day". On this 
dey through the distribution of little forgot-me-not flowers by women and girls, 
Gni the disabled vetcrans thomselves, substential aid will be given to maimed World 
War heroes in this country. 


Italien Uerking Regulations Again Modified. 


Italian requirements for indolible marking of cenned meat and fish proé- 
ucts have been slightly modified, so that it is now permitted that brand names that 
have been registered in the Ufficio del Mcrchio (Bureau of Mcrkets) in Rome may be 
used instead of the full name of the manufscturing firms. Earlier announcements 
regarding the Italian regulations appeared in N. C. A. Bulletin No. 92-A and in 
Membership Letters Nos. 60 and 74. 


Mediterranean Olivo Oil Production. 


; The olive oil production in the Mediterranean Basin this eeason will be ~~ 
Bbout 825,000 tons, according to reports received by the U. S. Department of Agri- 
Culture. Last year's production was about 660,000 tons. 
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Freight Troffic Records Broken. 


Five new records were established during the week ending September 27 in 
he number of cars loaded with revenue freight, according to reports made to the 
Wmerican Reilway Association. Loadings totaled 1,087,447 cars, the highest number 
or this year and the third highest in history. The loadings of grain and grain 
products, miscellaneous freight, and less-than-carload freight were higher than 
luring any other week on record. More freight cars were moved by railroads on Sep- 
ember 24 than on any single day this yenr, the number totaling 1,013,184. 
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
